SCHOOL REPORT 


The following is a brief report of the condition of the public 
schoolsin the town of Lempster for the year ending March 1, 1884: 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The summer term was taught by Miss May E. Perley, who is a 
capable and efficient teacher. Her labors were crowned with suc- 
cess. Fall term Miss Jennie L. Parker, teacher. Miss Parker is 
an excellent scholar, and the school made good improvement un- 
der her instruction. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The summer term was taught by your committee, who will for- 
bear from making any remarks at this point. The fall term was 
under the instruction of Miss Lillian I. Kempton of Newport. 
Miss Kempton has labored with good success in this town hereto- 
fore, but in this district she failed to win the good will of her pu- 
pils and the school was a failure, due in part we think to lack of 
discretion in the teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Miss Lillian I. Kempton taught the summer term with marked 
success. The examination was excellent, and showed that the in- 
structions given had been careful and thorough. Fall term, Miss 
Alice M. Smith of Grantham, teacher. Good order was maintain- 
ed, and a fair degree of improvement made during the term. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Alice M. Carr of New- 
port. Our impression formed at the beginning of the term was 
unfavorable, and judging from the fact that the school was pre-

maturely closed, without notifying your committee, it is “ be in- 
ferred that it was not a success. 
The fall term was conducted by Miss Addie A. Fletcher of 
Marlow, who has previously taught this school with success. In 
this term she sustained her former reputation. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Miss Leona C. Kempton of Newport taught the summer term. 
The school was orderly in appearance, and the pupils remaining 
until the close of the term passed a creditable examination. The 
services of Miss Della G. Tandy of Washington were secured for 
the Fall term. Miss Tandy, who is a fine teacher, labored dili- 
gently for the advancement of her scholars, with her usual suc- 
cess. 

DISTRICT NO. 6. 


The single term in this district was in charge of Miss Mary M. 
Bean. This was Miss Bean’s first attempt at teaching, and she 
is to be commended for her zealous efforts for the improvement of 
her pupils, and their good results. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Miss Flora B. Baker of Marlow taught the summer term. The 
order was excellent and satisfactory progress made. Miss Abbie 
A. Pease of South Newmarket, a pupil of the Normal School, 
served as teacher of the second term. She was energetic and 
practical in her methods of instruction and the closing examina- 
tion one of the best we have witnessed during the year. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


The Summer term was in charge of Miss Nettie L. Allen, who 
is a capable and willing teacher. Considering the decided lack of 
interest manifested by many of the pupils, a reasonable degree 
of improvement was made. The winter term, taught by Mrs. 
Laura A. Hawkins of Acworth, commenced favorably, but as no 
one took the trouble to inform your committee of the date of its 
closing, we were not present at the examination, therefore can 
give no account of the progress made. ! 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Both terms were conducted by Miss Maybelle C. Barney, of 
Washington. This school, though the smallest in town, earned. 
for itself a good report. 
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GENERAL REMARKS. 


The school year has been marked by no phenomenal incidents, 
and in our opinion the schools have hardly reached the average ex- 
cellence of former years. 

By the table, it will be seen that the customary num- 
ber of terms have been held during the past year, attended by 118 
pupils, at an expense of about $525 for tuition and board alone. 
This number of scholars could be taught by four or five teachers 
at most, and it seems to us that money expended upon a number 
of teachers exceeding five,is sheer waste that should be remedied at 


once, and would be if the legal voters of the town used that dis- 


cretion in the economical use of the school money, that they do 
in their own ‘personal funds. Your attention is called to 
the necessary reduction of the amount of school money 
raised by taxation the coming year, caused by a change reducing 
our proportion of the state tax. Also if we understand the law 
establishing Teachers’ Institutes, they are to be paid for from the 
Literary Fund, so that necessarily there will be a deficiency in the 
amount drawn from that source, and unless you are willing to see 
a reduction of nearly two weeks of school for each district the com- 
ing year, it will be imperatively necessary to raise a small sum in 
excess of that required by law, for school purposes. 

The lack of uniformity in school books noticed by previous 
committees in some degree still exists, but we have thought it 
best to introduce no new ones, fearing that unless we were pre- 
pared to assert more authority than former committees have done, 
we should only add to the confusion caused by a multiplicity of 
text books. 

We would suggest that some needed repairs be made upon the 
school buildings, also that a cheap globe be purchased for each 
school room, so as to enable younger pupils to obtain a more defi- 
nite idea of geography. 

Thanking the patrons of our schools for the general courtesy 
shown us in the discharge of our duties, we bring our report to a 
close.
